S.O. 120(E).—The Supreme Court, in its Majority Judge¬ 
ment in Writ Petition (Civil) No. 930 of 1990, Indra 
Sawhney and Others etc. Vs. Union of India and OJters etc., 
delivered on 16th November, 1992 has, inter alia, directed 
that “within four months from today the Government of 
India shall specify the bases, applying the elevant and re¬ 
quisite socio-economic criteria to exclude socially advanced 
persons /sections (‘cremy layer’) from ‘Other Backward 
Classes’ and further that the implementation of the impugned 
O.M. dated, 13th August, 1990 s\all be subject to exclusion 
of such socially advanced persons (‘creamy layer’).” 


4 The Committee v/ill devise its own procedures in the 
discharge of its functions. All the Ministries and Depart¬ 
ment of me Government 01 in'J'a will furnish such infor¬ 
mation and documents and provide such assistance as may 
be tequiied by the Committee, ft is hoped that the Sta f e 
Governments and Union Territory Adm nistrations and others 
concerned will extend their fullest cooperation and instance 
to the Committee. 

5. The Committee shall submit its Report on the socio 
economic criteria for exclusion of the ‘creamy laver’ from 
Other Backw'aid Classes latest by 10th March. 1993.
